(0) “licensed cultivator ” means a n holding a license for the cultivation of opium. 


granted by an authorized officer of the Bhopal Darbar in accordance with the 
rules for the cultivation of opium promulgated by the Darbar ; 


(c) “licensed. retail vendor” means a person holding a license for the retail yend of 
opium and its preparations and admixtures granted under these rules ; 


(d) “ Political Agent” means the Political Agent in Bhopal.

2. A licensed wholesale vendor may possess at his licensed premises, subject to and 
in accordance with the conditions of his license, any quantity of opium, but may not, save 
as provided by, rule 5, possess preparations or admixtures of opium. 

8, Between the ]8th March and the 8lst October in any year a licensed wholesale 
yendor or his agent authorized in the manner prescribed by the- Bhopal Darbar in that 
behalf may possess, subject to and in accordance with the conditions of the license held by 
him or by his principal, any quantity of crude opium not less than three tolas.
